PRESIDENT WILSON RE-ELECTED 


Closest Result Since 1876 With Official Count to Make 
Final Decision. McCall Re-elected Governor. 
Record Local Vote. 


The election of Tuesday has proved to be the closest since 1876 and on the face 
of the returns this morning, President Wilson appears to have carried California, 
and with it a re-election. The vote in five states is so close that an official recount 
will be demanded and it may be several weeks before the result is definitely known. 
The House of Representatives is very close with the Democrats in the lead by five, 
with four districts yet to be heard from. 

Massachusetts gave Hughes only a small plurality, but Governor McCall was 
re-elected by nearly 45,000 votes and Senator Lodge defeated John F. Fitzgerald 
for the Senate. 

The vote in Andover was the largest ever cast, 1457 out of a registration of 
1704 exercising their right of franchise, 1262 in Precinct 1 and 195 in Precinct 2. 
The polls opened at 6 a. m. and during the first hour 217 votes were recorded. At 
one o'clock 1000 had voted and at 5, when the polls closed, the record had been 
broken. Counting started early and the result was declared by Warden William 
B. Cheever at 7:30. Louis S. Cox led the ticket with a total of 958 in both pre- 
cincts, and Hughes and Congressman Rogers were tied at 955. In Precinct 1,

FATAL AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT 


Miss Helen B. Lewis Instantly Kille Killed and Miss Josephine 
Flynn Seriously Injured When Car Overturned 
Near Reading Wednesday 


Miss Helen B. Lewis, daughter of H. Bradford Lewis, was instantly killed, 
and Miss Josephine Flynn of Lawrence so seriously injured that she is 
on the dangerous list, when the car in which they were riding Wednesday 
afternoon turned turtle al the foot of Sanborn hill, north of Reading. The 
car, a new Packard, was driven by Leo J. Danforth, and the party were 
on their way to Andoyer.

A Remarkable Election 


It is doubtful if the men who voted for 
the first time on Tuesday will ever again 
see a situation similar to that which is 
now associated with the result of that 
nation-wide balloting. Close elections 
have been held in the nation before and 
of course the history of all communities, 
big and little, has peculiar conditions 
illustrative of the importance of the 
single vote. But those which are a 
matter of history are of trifling sig- 
nificance compared with the strain the 
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| 
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American people are going through at | 


the present time. 

Interesting as is the close contest it- 
self, far more interesting, however, are 
the incidents which have led up to the 
present situation, and the various factors 
which have been contributory to the 
present uncertainty. A month ago 
there was little doubt but that the 
Democratic party had the advantage in 
the country at large, and had the election 
been held at that time, President Wilson 
would probably have been re-elected by 
a very large majority. But President 
Wilson’s position before the American 
people one month has never been a 
criterion as to what his position would 
be a month later, for ever since he came 
into public life, or even, if history is 
correct, before he went_into public life, 
his whole career has beeh one of ups and 
downs, goings and comings, popular 
today and in disfavor tomorrow, and it 
is doubtful if any man occupying high 
political place in the United States has 
shown so much of this fluctuation in 
public favor as he. 

Hence it was not surprising that on 
the day of election, changes had taken 
place leaning more toward the Republi- 
can party and giving evidence that the 
Republicans were likely to win the 
election. This evidence came from sup- 
posedly reliable tests; reliable simply 
because they were similar to those which 
had stood {rial satisfactorily on many 
previouselections. But those who made 
the tests evidently ignored a remarkable 
situation involving many new factors 
associated with the election of a Presi- 
dent this year. Entirely ignoring the 
fact that the Republican campaign has 
evidently been very badly managed, that 
issues were not wisely selected, that ap- 
parently the only attention given to the 
whole problem was that of harmonizing 
differences between the different fac- 
tions of our own party, we have a very 
distinct failure on_the part of the 
Republican management to appreciate 
the importance of that great element of 
the voting strength of the country di- 
rectly concerned in the abnormal 
prosperity that has followed President 
Wilson’s ‘keeping us out of war”. On 
these two issues it is now very clear 
that thousands and thousands of men 
(and women) in the country voted the 
Republican ticket in its entirety with 
the exception of the candidate for 
President, and here they stood for 
President Wilson on purely selfish 
grounds. 

If the Republican party could have 
squarely met this issue and not gone as 
much farther as did such men as ex- 
President Roosevelt in the nation at 
large, and Gussie Gardner in our own 
state, in preaching war, talking war, 
and acting war, we might still have been 
in a position where the average man who 
enjoyed the prosperity would have still 
been satisfied with the Republican party, 
and approved its candidate. But when 
as in one case the writer knows of, a 
man has made more money selling 
squashes this year because of high prices 
than ever before in his life, and because 
he has a favorite son whom he doesn’t 
want to go to war, he decides to vote 
the Democratic ticket, we begin to see 
an entirely abnormal political factor in 
its development. Multiply this par- 
ticular individual by thousandg and 
hundreds of thousands of others and we 
find a reason why the “‘unstable city” 
voting population has been replaced by 
an actually unstable voting population 
(Sind in the suburban sections of the 
country. 

Because of this same. situation we 
find the answer to the query why the 
report was so generally circulated on 
election night that Hughes had been 
elected, for with the great centres show- 
ing their strong: endorsement of Mr. 
Hughes, it was natural to point to the 
big reserve vote and the vote from out- 
lying sections, not then available, as 
having always been Republican and 
bound to add to the majority then 
existing. i 

When the revising comes it is not sur- 
prising that-the public is disturbed and 
finds difficulty in understanding why 
the delay that has arisen should make 
the final choice of the American people 
so long delayed. It is not impossible 
that it may be delayed for a long time 
yet because of the ‘very closeness of the 
figures, but if it must be delayed it is 
most unfortunate that there should 
already creep into the public press sug- 
gestions of possible fraud and of serious 
attempt on the part of one party or the 
other to do some wrong act in deter- 
mining the ultimate result. Certainly 
the American people may wisely hold 
their horses very carefully and not allow 
themselves to be swayed by the evidence 
of temper which some of the so-called 
leaders are showing in this crisis, which 
is so serious in its bearing upon the 
voting methods of the nation. After all, 
we may belong to many different parties 
in the nation but we are a single people, 
confident that the methods of control- 
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ling and governing us rest upon a 
securer foundation than high office 
secured by fraud or any sort of prefer- 
ment based upon crooked work. 


The result in Massachusetts is rather 
disappointing, but here again it is 
very evident that we are not unlike 
all other sections of the courtry in the 
way in which political influences operate. 
The cities held themselves strongly in 
line with the arguments set forth by 
Republican speakers and Republican 
literature in favor of Republican prin- 
ciples. The suburban districts shifted. 
High prices for crops, peculiar pros- 
perity that has reached the producer 
and the artisan in the lines directly 
related to war demands, were too much, 
however intelligent the man might be in 
other matters, to keep him from taking 
the position that his bread would be 
buttered a little thicker and the cream 
would rise a little more generously under 
the conditions created by war but 
credited to President Wilson and his 
advisers, than they would under Re- 
publican rule, and he voted accordingly. 


That Governor McCall led the ticket 
was not surprising, and one of the 
reasons why he led the ticket was be- 
cause of his straightforward discussion 
of state issues, his clear-cut advocacy of 
Candidate Hughes, and his care in not 
discussing the Democratic adminis- 
tration entirely from the standpoint of 
criticism. He could point to results in 
his administration that help to contri- 
bute to a lessened burden upon the 
people, and the people responded to his 
argument. Massachusetts has every 
reason to. be proud of his past year’s 
record and of the promise there is for 
still further service to her through his 
re-election. 

Undoubtedly Senator Lodge is dis- 
appointed. Certainly many of his 
friends are, but Senator Lodge has been 
laying up trouble for himself for a long 
while in Massachusetts, and many 
people were much less friendly to him 
than some of his bad advisers have led 
him to believe,-and no one who covered 
the state could fail to appreciate that 
where a thousand stalwarts were loyally 
in line, there was always found a 
generous fringe on the outside strong in 
criticism and sometimes outspoken in 
disapproval. A great Senator, a man 
who has performed great public service 
and who is capable of large influence 
upon the affairs of the nation, Senator 
Lodge has been given a re-election which 
he so well deserves, but it is to be hoped 
that he may recognizé some things that 
the election shows along the line of an 
indirect appeal from the people that a 
little more regard for the human element 
in public service must be shown by 
public servants. 

The Andover result must be ex- 
tremely gratifying to the Republican 
committee, showing the largest vote 
in the history of the town, due in a 
measure to the excellent work done by 
those in charge of the local party affairs. 
As usual, Congressman Rogers secured 
a big endorsement, but undoubtedly the 
greatest gain made was that by the 
Governor whose net increase over his 
total of a year ago was one hundred and 
seventy-eight votes. The candidates 
who were more local in their appeals 
also fared well in Andover, and in every 
case the choice of Andover was the 
choice of the district.

Hughes led in a straw vote taken on 
Tuesday, 113 to 28.

FOR NEW VOTERS 


Good Citizenship Meeting in Town 
Hall. Addresses by Alfred L. Ripley 
and Principal Stearns 


“Courage, Intelligence and Con- 
science”’ in dealing with public questions 
was Alfred L. Ripley’s admonition to 
the new voters at the Good Citizenship 
meeting held Sunday night in the Town 
Hall. He also emphasized the need of 
voters to give more heed to their duties 
and less insistence on their rights and 
privileges. Principal Stearns spoke on 
‘Citizenship.’ endorsing all that the pre- 
vious speaker had said on duties and 
privileges and defined a citizen as 
“one bound to the State by the reci- 


procal obligations of allegiance and 
protection.” 
The meeting was held under the 


auspices of the Christian Civic League 
and was presided over by Rev. F. A. 
Wilson. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Frederick S. Riordan of St. Augustine’s 
Church and hymns were sung by the 
boy choir of Christ Church, the junior 
choir of the Free Church and also a 
double quarter from the Free Church 
choir. 

Alfred L. Ripley, in his address of 
welcome to the new voters said that 
when an academic degree is given, the 
recipient is entitled to all the rights and 
privileges. To the voter just admitted 
who is likewise entitled to all the rights 
and privileges, there is something more. 
There are duties, real duties to be as- 
sumed and the voter is more apt to 
emphasize his rights and _ privileges 
rather than give a strict rendering of 
his duties. The serious duty before him 
is to bring to public questions three 
things, courage, intelligence and con- 
science. He also spoke on the question 
of party and the need of parties in poli- 
tics. The two.great parties are the Re- 
publicans and Democrats, and the 
virtues are not found in one, nor are 
the vices in the other. Both have in 
turn been bad, and a party is only as 
good as the men who make it up and 
control it. The Independent in politics 
is also a necessity and useful to both 
parties. The Independent endeavors 
to follow his conscience, intelligence, 
and last and by no means least, his 
courage. The Independent is not re- 
quired to swallow everything and any- 
thing that may be put forth, and by 
his independence keeps the great par- 
ties from stagnation. 

Mr. Ripley urged the voters to 
watch the affairs of the town, state and 
nation not one day, but 365 days in the 
year, thereby aiding in making the town, 
state and nation better and stronger. 
Alfred EF Stearns gave. the address on 
Citizenship”’ and said that there were 
certain things that impress everyone who 
considers the real significance of citizen- 
ship. One is apt to think only of the 
privileges and apt to forget the other 
side; the more important side of the 
whole question—the duties and obli- 
gations of citizenship. There are .var- 
ious definitions of “citizen,’’ but Web- 
ster best describes him as “one bound to 
the State by the reciprocal obligations 
of allegiance and protection.” The 
State renders protection. How? Sim- 
ply because we bind ourselves to pro- 
tect one another If we did not there 
could be no such ‘thing as protection 
from the State. We ally ourselves with 
the State for protection so that all 
privileges and rights may be ours. 

Mr. Stearns used America and Ger- 
many in illustration of rights and duties. 
In the former the citizen thought and 
talked too much of his rights while in 
Germany it was a blind obedience to 
duty without complaint and without a 
thought of rights or privileges. Both 
countries have gone to extremes and 
in so doing missed the goal of highest 
citizenship. 

He also alluded to the struggle be- 
tween capital and labor, each demanding 
privileges and rights, with no thought of 
the public at large. He also believed 
that there was room for idealism in the 
highest citizenship. The idealist has 
played a great part in the world’s history 
and society has benefited by the dreamer 
and visionary. The world must move, 
for retrogression sets in when men are 
satisfied with the order of things. 
Lincoln and Garrison and Wendell had 
ideals and the country reaped the bene- 
fits. 

Mr. Stearns advised the 
setting up high standards that will 
make for better citizenship. It was not 
a questicn of position in the community, 
for the laborer may, and often does 
prove a better citizen than the man of 
power, prominence and influence’ in 
the community Laws are broken with 
our knowledge yet seldom is a protest 
made. We stand by and do nothing. 
Some men with courage raise their 
voices and are called cranks and dream- 
ers, buf the world needs them in Order 
that the ideals of a higher citizenship 
may be attained. And in standing for 
that high citizenship, always have in 
mind its reciprocal obligation:—al- 
legiance and protection, duty and 
privilege, .obligation and = opportunity.

Organized Labor Endorses Scouts 


Officials of the Massachusetts Branch 
of the American Federation of Labor 
have reported to the leaders of the 
Boy Scout Movement that the “if” in 
the resolution adopted by the-branch in 
Boston, on October 29, looms far larg- 
er in the resolution itself than it did 
in the press association’s .abridged re- 
port of the action which has appeared 
in newspapers in all parts of the country. 
Labor men everywhere have mani- 
fested, since this story appeared, an 
unusual interest in the program which 
all Boy Scouts are following, and in the 
statements of approval which have been 
made about this program by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and the Na- 
tional Socialist party, and leaders of 
those organizations, after a thorough 
investigation. 

The resolution, according to the pub- 
lished story, was based on a report that 
an official of the Boston Council of the 
Boy Scouts had advised scoutmasters 
to prepare the boys under them to “ with- 
stand politically the agressiveness of 
Labor Unions” which he has said to 
have predicted would be “savage and 
bitter after the war.” 

When the question of the attitude 
of organized labor toward the Boy 
Scout movement was taken up at the 
annual meeting of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, held in Rochester, 
N. Y., in 1912, the Executive Council, 
after having completed a most thor- 
ough and far-reaching investigation 
into the aims and objects of the Boy 
Scout Movement, recommended the 
rejection of the resolutions which had 
been introduced denouncing the Scout 
movement in this country, and fur- 
ther recommended co-operation on 
the part of labor men, and the keep- 
ing in such touch with the movement 
as might help to promote its activi- 
ties and its purposes to guard against 
militarism in any form. The report 
pointed out that the criticism which 
had been made by laboring people in 
different parts of the country was 
largely based upon misunderstanding 
caused by the so-called ‘American 
Boy Scouts’”’ and their military pro- 
gram. 

One of the vice-presidents of the 
Federdtion wrote in connectipn with 
the investigation as follows: 

“Since .reading your letters . and 
printed matter besides listening to 
your interesting talks on the Subject, 
I have experienced a change of heart 
about the Boy Scouts, and aversion 
on my part is being succeeded by a 
lively interest.” . 
* The treasurer 
wrote: 

“T am fully convincéd of ‘the ivery 
great value of the Scout movement 
to the boys of our great nation. Aft- 
er investigating their work and what 
they are being taught, the ‘movement 
has my hearty approval.”’ 

The attitude of Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor, toward the Boy Scouts of 
America, is clearly stated in a letter 
which he sent to James E. West, Chief 
Scout Executive, upon receiving the 
information of the action taken at*the 
Rochester meeting of-the Federation. 
Mr. Gompers wrote: 

“It is gratifying to know that the 
declaration of the Rochester conven- 
tion of the A. F. of L. has had its effect 
by allaying criticism on the part of the 
labor movement throughout the United 
States. It is the desire of the officers of 
the American Federation of Labor to 
keep in touch with the Boy Scout move- 
ment, so that in matters affecting the 
rights and interests of the working 
people as represented by the A. F. of L., 
there may be a constantly closer atti- 
tude on the part of the Boy Scout

Alfred Stearns on Education 

Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, Phillips Ando- 
ver’s principal, assailing in an article in 
the November Atlantic the popular 
lobby which wants today only practical, 
utilitarian subjects taught to its boys 
and girls, makes his real contribution to 
the controversy of this important sub- 
ject today less by what he says in attack 
than by what he says to show that the 
educational problem of the utilitarians 
if they only knew it, is very much the 
same task which confronts the adherents 
of a classical @ducation. Companion 
to the modern cry, “I want my boy 
to study only those things which will be 
of some use to him in life,” to the de- 
mand that “‘My boy should have train- 
ing in electricity because he has always 
shown a great interest in electricity” 
(chiefly in electrical toys), there has 
gone a great movement among so-called 
experts in education, demanding that in 
all teaching, the child’s natural interest 
should first be considered. These ex- 
‘perts point out the lack of interest which 
American students exhibit in the cul- 
tural subjects, in the ancient languages, 
for instance. One of them, Mr. Abra- 
ham Flexner, wholly denies that there is 
any use in striving for mental discipline 
as an end in itself. He breaks with 
the old ideal in education, once stanchly 
held in New England, that a power of 
concentration, a sense of duty and obli- 
gation, a real mental mastery can be de- 
veloped by keeping a boy resolutely to 
tasks in which his natural interest is 
not always or exclusively consulted, and 
that when that mastery has been won, it 
is worth more than anything else. 

It is here that Dr. Stearns makes his 
chief contribution to the controversy. 
He writes: 

The modernists lay great stress 
on the glories of this eminently 
practical age of ours, with its auto- 
mobiles and aeroplanes, its wireless 
telegraphy and its engineering feats. 
We are given to understand that 
the proper use of these great scien- 
tific inventions and accomplish- 
ments requires a special training 
that the old education failed to 
supply. And because an individual 
boy shows a wholesome interest in 
these things and a normal boy’s 
ability to understand theie mechan- 
ism and the general theories on 
which they have been constructed, 
we are asked to give him credit for 
ability and powers which were devel- 
oped in the minds of the inventors 
only after years of hard and persis- 
tent labor—a labor, too, that dealt 
largely with underlying and none 
too attractive fundamentals. 

No doubt Mr. Flexner is right in 
believing that a capable high school 
boy can in a measure work out the 
mechanism of wireless telegraphy, if 
by that he means to construct a 
wireless apparatus that will work. 
Scores of cheap books can be found 
that will give him all needed inform- 
ation for such a simple task. But 
the practical electrician will be the 
first one to adyise that boy to spend 
his time in more useful ways if he 
ever hopes to master and excel in 
his profession. A thorough ground- 
ing in mathematics and in the prin- 
ciples of science—including the 
study of electricity—would be the 
first and essential requirement. 
And when they once undertake the 
hard and so often unattractive work 
that this necessary process involves, 
the hosts of these aspiring geniuses 
rapidly dwindle, to the disappoint- 
ment of doting parents and friends, 
but to the benefit, doubtless, of 
science and the world. 

From this point it is a simple matter 
for Dr. Stearns to proceed to his proof 
that in the long and tedious process of 
preparation for real efficiency in “ prac- 
tical’”’ studies, there will be just the 
same demand exerted upon the truly 
conscientious pupil for hard and per- 
sistent work, and in a mass of things in 
which he cannot discover any spontan- 
eous interest, as there is exerted upon 
the pupil who seeks the mastery of some 
of the more deeply cultural subjects. 
We are glad to hold strongly with Dr. 
Stearns in his conviction that there are 
still, and in his hope that there will be 
more 

men whom the business world and 

scientific efficiency have not warped 

and who see in a cultural education 

—even in the study of the ancient 

classics—an opportunity to broaden 

one’s vision, quicken one’s percep- 
tion of the real values of life, and ac- 
cumulate against dark and stormy 
days resources that will enable the 
pilot with clear eye and steady 
hand to bring his human craft 
safe to port..... 
But still we believe that the great 
thing will be accomplished in American 
education if only all parents will come 
once more to see that if they want their 
children @ducated, whetheg scientifically 


or culturally, their road to real progress 

| must be much the ‘same, and just as 
| hard in either alternative. We must get 
;past the sentimentalism which asks 
that children should be taught only 
where and as long as, their interests lead 
them (Dr. Stearns throws out the re- 
| salader that “every child’s ‘interest’ 
draws it to sugar, even though a stom- 
ache or something worse may result’), 
When American parents are ready to 
forsake their own superficiality and be- 
come willing to expect that their chil- 
dren should be given hard work, even 
work for which their restricted outlook 
can see no practical use, in the schools, 
the differences between the cultural and 
the scientific points of view will be 
largely diminished. 

And in the meantime it will not do 
even for the advocates of a cultural 
training to attempt to maintain their 
methods and curricula quite as though 
the world had not changed since these 
methods and curricula were first in- 
stalled. It will not do for Dr. Stearns, 
for instance, merely to scoff at the mod- 
ern schools of pedagogy, in which a con- 
scientious effort is being made to 
train teachers to teach; he must show 
how the good work done in those schools 
in so far as it is good, can be adapted to 
serve the particular ideals in education 
of which he has shown himself in this 
article for the Atlantic, if not an ex- 
ponent who carries each line of his 
reasoning clearly through to its end, stilf 
a brilliant and suggestive advocate.

however, the former led with 862. All 
the Republican candidates were given 
large votes. There were many split 
ballots, but the Republicans fared 
better than the Democrats, Wilson 
only receiving: 26 more votes than in 
1912, while Hughes had 155 more than 
the combined Republican and Progres- 
sive vote of that year. Congressman 
Rogers was re-elected by the largest 
plurality ever given a candidate from 
this district, Mr. Hoar being defeated 
by over 9000 votes.

Indians Recover Old Claim 

Twenty-eight Stockbridge Indians, 
who live at the Onondaga Indian Re- 
servation, have made the necessary for- 
mal application for their share of the 
Federal annuity which has been due 
them for forty years. Each will re- 
ceive $560. 

The identity of the Stockbridge In- 
dians at the reservation was established 
by Dennison Wheelock, an Oneida 
Indian, who is an attorney. He went to 
the reservation with Erl A. Bates, presi- 
dent of the Syracuse Indian Welfare 
Association. Many of the Indians had 
completely forgotten the existence of 
their claim against the government, and 
looked upon its payment as a godsend. 

Forty. years ago the Stockbridge In- 
dians, who are kinsfolk of the Oneidas, 
were given lands in the West in exchange 
for their reservation lands near the 
city of Oneida. Many are now living 
on a reservation at Green Bay, Wis., but 
others took up residence among the 
Onondagas.—Syracuse Post-Standard.

Reading Must Sell Tavern 
The old Parker Tavern at Reading, 


one of the town’s oldest relics of revo- 
lutionary days, must be sold. 

The town owns it, but the state laws 
declare it has no right to do so, despite 
the fact that 3500 of the citizens’ hard 
earned dollars went into its purchase 
and also that this sum was expended 
after a vote by those citizens in the 
town meeting last.April. 

Now it must be sold, and the question 
of disposal is as much a problem as 
that of solving the legal aspect of the 
case, for it is feared that no investor 
will care to pay $3500 for the property 
and there seems little likelihood that 
this sum can be raised by popular sub- 
scription, 

The odd situation results from the 
town’s failure t6 adopt the park act 
passed by the Legislature and to choose 
park commissioners, and for this reason 
cannot legally hold such property as the 
old Parker Tavern. It had been the ir 
tention of the citizens, as expressed at 
the town meetings, to permit the Read- 
ing Antiquarian Society to use the build- 
ing as a headquarters and museum. 

The Parker Tavern is one of the oldest 
colonial buildings in Greater Boston. It 
was built in 1749, or possibly earlier, by 
some of the earliest settlers of old 
Reading. British officers were quar- 
tered there during the revolution and 
later prisoners of Burgoyne’s army were 
held there. 

The house has characteristics that 
mark it as different from the early 
colonial home. Practically every house 
of that period was built facing the 
south, with the long, sloping roof to 
the north to receive the winter winds. 
The Parker house, however, faces west. 
Ephraim Parker, the builder, evidently 
acted from choice, as the lot permitted 
any setting.

State Tax Rate Reduced 


‘As a result of the efforts of Gover- 
nor McCall and retrenchment@nd econ- 
omy of the Legislature of 1916, the 
average tax rate of the cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth this year will be 
about $18.56, or $1.11 less than the 
rate of last year. Only nine of the 354 
cities and towns of the State have failed 
to announce their rates for the year, so 
that a fairly accurate prediction can be 
made, based upon the rates of the com- 
munities which have made their returns 
already to the Tax Commissioner. The 
redistribution of the corporate franchise 
tax, it is said, has also been a factor in 
lowering the rate beneath that of last 
year. Although several of the richer 
towns have been forced to raise their 
rates on account of the passage of this 
act, other communities in which the 
property is situated have been enabled 
to lower their rates accordingly. 

Andover shared in this reduction and 
the rate of $17.50 per 1000 is $1.06 
below the average for the State. 

The little town of Orleans, commonly 
known as the ‘“‘tax dodgers’ paradise,” 
still remains at the head of the list as 
having the lowest rate in the Common- 
wealth, while New Salem lost its pres- 
tige on the other end of the string and 
abdicated in favor of Savoy which will 
collect $28 for every $1000 in valuation 
from its property owners. New Salem’s 
rate last year was $30, but because of 
the kind-heartedness of some of the 
town elders, it will levy a rate of only 
$22 this year. 

The town of Hawley has fixed the next 
highest tax rate for the year at $26.50 
per $1000 valuation. Whately will have 
a like rate. There are numerous other 
communities whose residents will be 
required to pay more than $25, while a 
rate of $24 per $1000 is not at all un- 
common. 

On the other end of the line, there are 
eleven towns whose rates have heen an- 
nounced less than $10. Included in the 
list are Boxford, Chilmark, Dover, Dun+ 
stable, Gosnold, Newbury, Orleans, 
Topsfield, Wenham, West Tisbury and 
Westwood. West Tisbury is the second 
lowest in the Commonwealth and has a 
rate of $6. Topsfield is third with $6.60, 
Dover fcurth with $7, and Chilmark 
and Gosnold next with a rate of $8 each 

The communities showing the largest 
increase in their rates are Mashpee with 
a change of $8.90, Salisbury with $8.40, 
Pembroke with $5.60 and Hampden 
and Brewster each with $5. Holliston, 
Middleton and Hopkinton allowed the 
largest decreases, the former levying $8 
less than last year and the other two 
$6.50 and $5 less respectively. 

Winchester, Brookline, Milton and 
Wareham returned the highest rates in 
their history, while Westwood’s author- 
ities decided that the town could ad- 
minister its affairs with the smallest 
levy in its history. Brookline’s rate is 
$14.80, Milton’s $14.20, . Winchester’s 
$18.40 and Wareham’s $20. West- 
wood’s rate is $9.60 or a decrease of 
$1.50 from the rate of last year. 

Although it is the largest in point of 
numbers, Boston set the lowest rate of 
any of the Massachu etts cities, It 
shares this honor, however, with Spring- 
field, both having a rate of $17.80. Most 
of the other cities have announced rates 
of more than $20.
